WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (AP)

The Democratic Senators agreed 
that no legislation would be con- 
sidered during the rest of the ses- 
Sion except bills revising the 
statutes and appropriations bills. 
Unless this decision is~changed 
‘there will be no authority for 
collection of the earnings tax, and 
the off-street parking bill will be 
killed, 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst, who 
was here today lobbying for the 
earnings tax b'‘ll, said efforts 
would be made to “get the Dem- 
ocrats to change their minds.” 

Failing that, he said, the Gov- 
ernor would be aske‘l to call a 
special session of the Legisla- 
ture. 

If the earnings tax is not con- 
tinued, he said, St. Louis will 
face a $10,000,000 deficit at the 
end of the fiscal year ending in 
April 1951.

W.L. Hemingway Tells Bank- 
ers of Desire of Nations 
to Be Self-Contained.

A beautiful girl is spoken of in 
Turkey as a “nylon girl,” W. L. 
Hemingway, St. Louis banker, re- 
lated in a talk before the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association in San 
Francisco yesterday. He said that 
illustrates the high regard for 
American products in distant 
lands. 

The American producer, Hem- 
ingway found on a trip around the 
world, is not always so highly re- 
garded. “It is my opinion,” he 
said, telling of his recent air jour- 
ney, “that few people in any of 
the countries which have received 
aid from us consider that we have 
any but the most selfish motives. 

“One hears talk of ‘Yankee im- 
Perialism,’ and of ‘economic pen- 
etration.’ Military alliances and 
aid they can understand, but the 
great majority of foreigners are 
puzzled to know just what causes 
us to give away such stupendous 
quantities of our goods.” 

The speaker said he found in 
the newer small nations “an 
aroused fervor of nationalism, a 
patriotic desire to be self-con- 
tained, to industrialize and to 
protect infant industries. At the 
. Same time there is a demand for 
a better standard of living, not 
tomorrow, but today. To answer 
these demands, government has 
taken over more and more con- 
trols of business. 

“We were told by Government 
officials in several countries that 
they had taken properties and 
engaged in various businesses only 
because private capital was not 
available, and as the country

Charles W. Knapp, Hartford 
(Conn.) accountant specializing in 
telephone matters, took the stand 
yesterday for cross-examination, 
which continued today.

He is being questioned 
by John Mohler, company attor- 
ney. 

A point of special attack by 
Mohler was Knapp’s contention 
that it was fair to expect a util- 
ity to pay its stockholders divi- 
dends amounting to 90 per cent 
of the earnings available for the 
stockholders. Mohler’s contention 
was that this was excessive, not 
creating a sufficient surplus for 
emergencies. Knapp’s basic idea 
was that excessive accumulation 
of surplus reserve was unfair to 
the utility’s customers through re- 
quiring excessive rates. Mohler 
brought out that the recent aver- 
age proportion of dividends to 
earnings had been only 74 per 
cent in the case of a representa- 
tive group of electric utilities, 

An important part of Knapp’s 
showing in favor of limited profits 
for Southwestern Bell was derived 
from a study of a small group of 
stock sales in the last two years 
by certain Bell system companies 
which, unlike Southwestern Bell, 
are not wholly-owned by Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
| Mohler attacked this as not rep- 
‘resentative, but Knapp pointed out 
it covered the only such issues 
that were floated. Mohler then 
showed, by his questioning, that 
in two out of three particular in- 
stances minority stockholders in 
Bell companies had failed to buy 
the new stock offered them. He 
argued from this that these in- 
vestors felt the earnings were in- 
sufficient to justify the prices. 

A stock issue last year by 
‘Mountain States Telephone & 
'Telegraph Co. was discussed espe- 
cially. At the time of the issue 
A.T.&T. owned about three-quar- 
ters of that concern’s stock, out- 
siders the rest.

Curb Assured 
_ By Years End 


of Bill Also Paves 
Way for Steel Na- 
tionalization. 


LONDON, Nov. 1 (AP). 


HE Labor Government last 
T signe paved the ‘way to na- 

tionalize Britain’s steel] indus- 
try, even should it lose the general 
election next year. 

The Labor-dominated House of 
Commons for the third time ap- 
proved the bill reducing the time 
by which the Conservative House 
of Lords can delay Commons-ap- 
proved legislation. Now the Lords 
can delay a bill two years: under 
the new measure the Lords can 
hold up legislation for only one 
year. 

After another formal] reading on 
Nov. 11, the Lords reform bill will 
become law in December. 

The measure has a retroactive 
clause, covering bills pending at 
the time of passage. The most im- 
portant of these is the steel na- 
tionalization measure, which has 
been passed once’ by Commons 
and amended by the Lords to de- 
lay its operation until July 1951. 

The Laborites in Commons now 
are certain to reject the amend- 
ment, pass the hotly-disputed steel 
bill a second time and bring steel 
and iron nationalization into ef- 
fect on May 1, 1950, before the 
government’s five-year mandate 
expires next July. 

The vote on the Lords reform 
bill was 333 to 496 on vital second 
reading. The curb on the Lords 
is the biggest change in Britain's 
parliamentary system since wom- 
en were given the vote 31 years 
ago. 

During the heat of yesterday’s 
debate, one Laborite, Asterl 
Jones, injected the United Statés 
Supreme Court into the argument. 
He said the court was the Ameri- 
can equivalent of the House of 
Lords, that the court “always has 
been a political body.” 

Conservative Beverley Baxter 
challenged Jones and inquired of 
the Speaker whether it was in 
order “to say that the Supreme 
Court, which is supposed to be an 
impartial body, would be _in- 
fluenced by the political back- 
ground of its members.”

Adm. Denfeld, it must first of 
all be remembered, was chosen to 
be chief of naval operations be- 
cause he was thought likely to co- 
operate in the service unification 
which he has now attacked.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1. 
RESIDENT TRUMAN’S 
much-touted program of re- 
lieving unemployment-hit areas 
by special government spending 
has produced only spotty results 
so far. 


This is indicated by reports re- 
ceived by White House Assistant 
John R. Steelman, director of the 
prograri. 

According to reports from the 
participating government agen- 
cies, their efforts have had only 
limited palliative effect. The un- 
derlying causes of unemployment 
in the 32 depressed areas remain 
unchanged. 

An illustration of this is the 
Commerce Department’s report on 
the Pennsylvania hard coal sec- 
tion. The department states that 
new industries are the only answer 
for a permanent economic reviv- 
al there. The same situation ex- 
ists in New England textile towns, 
which are losing out to mills in 
the South. 

Meanwhile, the various agencies 
are stepping up their spending to 
provide temporary aid. The Re- 
construction Finance Corp. is 
making loans to local business 
men; the Army and Air Force 
have advanced $35,000,000 in tex- 
tile orders five months ahead of 
schedule; the Public Roads Ad- 
ministration is spending $21,500,- 
000 more in New England than 
it did last vear, and scheduling 
$54,900,000 for highway construc- 
tion in other depressed areas. 
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STRANGE COINCIDENCE —

At was with great interest that I read 
Marquis Childs concerning the case in 
the circuit court wherein a lawyer-Con- 
gressman has appealed from a ruling in 
the district court holding that a lawyer 
Congressman cannot practice for money 
in the federal courts. 

I have always wondered about the 
ethics of lawyers who use their public 
offices to sell alleged influence. A Con- 
gressman receives a salary of $15,000, 
plus additional allowance. It would 
seem that he should be satisfied with 
his office and compensation, without 
going out on Government time and com- 
péting with other lawyers. 


If lawyer-Conyressmen are held fo 
be within their rights in practicing in 
the federal courts, then influential Con- 
gressmen will be besieged by litigants 
who will at least imagine that they ex- 
efcise great influence over the courts.

A New Deal in Anti-Trust 


It is good news that Representative Celler’s 
subcommittee has resumed its hearings on the 
monopoly problem. Effective anti-trust laws 
are indispensable to a free economic system. 
Yet the existing laws have been tinkered with 
and breached so much, and the basic statutes 
cope so inadequately with the problems of 1949, 
that learned lawyers and economists do not 
know where they stand, let alone the layman. 

In this atmosphere, the Government can bring 
suit to sever the A.&P. grocery chain, the com- 
pany can plead that it is being punished for sell- 
ing food at low prices, and the public can only 
wonder whether the proposed “death sentence” 
is wise public policy om not. And a Government 


official, the Secretary of Commerce, can com-* 


plain that one part of the anti-trust laws forces 
rigid prices on business men—whereupon an- 
other part punishes him for the rigid prices! 

It is confusion, certainly, when two stout anti- 
monopoly men like Senators Douglas and O’Ma- 
honey disagree. Yet this happened—~during the 
recent debate over basing-point prices. 

The first great anti-trust bastion was the Sher- 
man Act of 1890; the Clayton Act of 1914 was 
the second. The earlier law seeks to “un- 
scramble the eggs” of monopoly: the second 
sensibly tries to avoid letting them ever be 
scrambled. Their basic purpose is the same, 
however, and it is ridiculous that, here in 1949, 


* the Federal Trade Commission's chief economist 


must testify that there are still unresolved con- 
flicts between the two laws. 

Conflict speaks again and again in split Su- 
preme Court decisions. In, for instance, Justice 
Jackson’s pungent dissent in the recent Standard 
Oil of California case: “If the courts are to apply 
the lash of the anti-trust laws to the backs of 
business men to make them compete, we cannot 
in fairness also apply the lash whenever they 
hit upon a successful method of competing.” In 
that same case, Justice Douglas abstained from 
voting, saying he feared the outcome would be 
bad either way. 

Congress, the courts and the FTC are con- 
stantly dealing with some sore spot in the anti- 
trust laws, but these piecemeal treatments have 
run from questionable to positively harmful. For 
instance, Congress in the Miller-Tydings Act 
exempted one kind of price-fixing law, enabling 
druggists in 45 states to set up the travesty 
called “fair trade.” When a conflict developed 
between the Sherman Act and the Interstate 
Commerce Act, Congress foolishly exempted the 
nation’s railroads from the one statute without 
adding a needed regulatory power to the other. 
The Supreme Court decided that the insurance 
busigess is interstate commerce, whereupon 
Congress exempted this leviathan, too, from the 
anti-trust laws. | 

Conflict, confusion and inddequacy plague the 
nation’s anti-trust policy today. These things 
can only promote the further decline of inde- 
pendent business and create a growing demand 
for the Government to dispossess private monop- 
olies and install state monopolies in their place. 
We hope, therefore, that the Celler inquiries 
will lead to a searching debate in 1950 and to 
the first complete overhaul of the anti-trust 
laws. Congress could undertake few domestic 
enterprises as important.

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The County’s $3.50-a-Plate Plight 


To the superficial observer, the $3.50-a-plate 
dinner which the County Court of St. Louis 
County is going to give at the Jefferson City 
Country Club next Tuesday may seem an anom- 
alv. The purpose of the occasion is to convince 
35 guests, including members of the Missouri 
Senate, that St. Louis County is in a financial 
plight and should be permitted to tax cigarcites 
2 cents a package. 

As the $3.50-a-plate dinner, together with the 
cocktails that will precede it, is to be paid for 
out of county funds, the question may well be 
asked, “What kind of financial plight is it when 
the needy sufferer can still afford $3.50 din- 
ners?” This view, aS we say, is purely super- 
ficial. On a more thorough look, it is easy 
to see that the more $3.50-a-plate dinners the 
County Court gives at the taxpayers’ expense, 
the worse financial plight the county is going 
to be in. 

lf the Court will just keep on along these 
lines, it ought to be possible to convince any- 
one, eventually, of the county’s financial plight, 
even over a hamburger and a cup of coffee. 
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The Lustron Housé 

The RFC is being asked questions about its 
loan of $44,000,000 to keep the Kaiser-Frazer 
motor company afloat, and its $37,500,000 loan 
to build the Lustron house. As to the former, 
Commissioner Dunham says the RFC is doing 
no more than it has for other. concerns, and no 
more than its duty. He cites the B&O and 
Maryland Casualty loans as big risks that kept 
enterprises going, and that paid out. No doubt 
he would make a similar answer concerning 
Lustron. 

There is no doubt that production of the Lus- 
tron house has been a disappointment. Origi- 
nally, Car] Strundland, head of the Lustron con- 
cern, told Wilson Wyatt, then Housing Admin- 
istrator, that he would make 100 houses a day, to 
sell at $7000 each, within nine months. That 
was in 1946. In three years, Lustron has sold 
only about 2000 houses, retailing at around $11,- 
000 each, and more money is needed to put the 
enterprise on a paying basis. 

In an article which is generally unfavorable 
to the Lustron project, Fortune Magazine never- 
theless says: 

For a prefabricated job, the house is ex- 
traordinarly attractive and livable. It is a 
two-bedroom ranch-style dwelling, with 
built-in vanity, built-in bookcases, built-in 
washer and dishwasher, and radiant-heat 
system. 

Despite rather lavish governmental assistance, 
not only as to money but as to steel allocation, 
einen has faced a lot of problems, many of 

ch remain to be solved. Right now, though 

his house is a good one (but disappointingly 
high-priced) and his factory is a model, he faces 
important obstacles in meeting -building codes, 
deed restrictions, individual prejudices and dis- 
tributing problems. 

He is, therefore, accused of hatching a multi- 
million dollar lemon at taxpayers’ expense, and 
rival building industries are so mad about it 
they are fit to be tied. But he can retort by 
saying that it was the Government, through Mr. 
Wyatt, that urged him to undertake the project 
as a means of alleviating the housing shortage. 
And he can also predict that, once he gets. over 
the hump, the Lustron house will justify itself. 

As for the RFC, it was created during the 
Hoover Administration to lend money to indus- 
tries which could not borrow from banks, to 
prevent them from going to the wall. Then why 
should it not help new industry in the hope of 
furnishing the houses the country needs? Lus- 


tron may not be the answer, but surely some 
day dwellings will be mass-produced just as 
automobiles are, and even failure by Lustron 
may produce valuable lessons for the future.

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Solid Gain for-Our Side 


The Bethlehem Steel Co. has set up a pen- 
sion system providing a minimum retirement 
pay of $100 a month for employes with 25 years 
of service, and varying benefits for others with 
less time. This is the best domestic news in a 
long time. 

It means, first, that an important company 
in an absolutely key industry has recognized 
the principle that men wear out no less than 
machines and that industry has as much obli- 
gation to provide for the depreciation of its 
human beings as for its mechanical equipment. 

It means, second, that the deadlock between 
the steel companies and the steelworkers union 
is cracked if not broken. Now that Bethlehem 
has reached an agreement on non-contributory 
pensions, the likelihood is that the other major 
companies will soon arrive at settlements on 
one basis or another. And when the steel stop- 
page ends the probability is that the coal strike 
will quickly follow suit. 

All this cannot happen too soon. The steel 
and coal shutdowns are piling up the wrong kind 
of backlogs and piling them up fast. The former 
is in its fifth week, the later in its seventh. 
They are not only putting a heavy drag on pro- 
duction and employment here at home; they are 
also retarding our ability to make good on our 
overseas commitments to our allies in the cold 
war against Communism. 

The Bethlehem agreement is already being 
described as a great union victory and of course 
it is. We think that it ig also a company vic- 
tory in that the company has taken a most im- 
portant step in bringing steel up with those oth- 
er lines of industry which provide security sys- 
tems for their employes. 

Here is solid gain for employers as well as 
employes. Here is the kind of bulwarking of 
the American system of enterprise which will 
strengthen us against the propaganda which 
comes from the Kremlin and their agents abroad. 
Here is solid gain for our side. 

We do not attempt to judge the details of the 
pension settlement. These must be based on 
careful study and sound planning. A system 
not so based. is no pension system at all—it 
would be only a delusion. But these are details 
which could and should have been worked out 
in collective bargaining without shutting down 
steel furnaces. 

For today the country can applaud the be- 
ginning of the end of the strike and the ac- 
ceptance of the principle that industry is re- 
sponsible for the men it wears out. 
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Reminder: Close Those Death Traps 


Three-year-old Bobby Gow’s narrow escape 
from death down an abandoned cistern pipe at 
Austin, Tex., is another reminder to the people 
of the St. Louis area to do something about 
open holes that menace their children. 

Wells, cisterns and sewers should all be 
shielded—or if abandoned, filled up—so that 
children at carefree play will not stumble into 
them. The sad case of Kathy Fiscus.in Cali- 
fornia last April jolted the whole nation into 
recognition of that fact. St. Louis already had 
grim notices. Jackie Siener, 5, fell in an open 
manhole near River des Peres and Morganford 
road last year and drowned, 18-year-old Orel 
Herren drowned in an open sewer during a tor- 
rential rain threc years ago. Yet after the 
Kathy Fiscus tragedy Berkeley City residents 
were aroused by finding two abandoned wells 10 
feet deep, one of them containing water. 

The corrective for these dangerous conditions 
ought to be as near as possible to the home of 
the citizen who has cause for complaint, and the 
officials responsible for applying the corrective 
ought to be easily accessible to him. The easi- 
est way would be for the citizen to report the 
offense to his local government, and for the 
local government to fill up the hole or shield it 
adequately and bill the property owner for the 
cost, with the bill to be a lien on the property 
until it is paid. Legislation to enable local gov- 
ernments to give their citizens this protection 
might save many helpless little lives. 
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Where a Good Man Is Needed 


Dr. Francis C. Sullivan has quit the Board of 
Education to go to work for it as assistant di- 
rector of health and hygiene and as director of 
dental health. He has come out on top in an 
examination for the dual job, and Superinten- 
dent Hickey has given him his “OK.” Indeed, 
it would have been surprising had Mr. Hickey 
not given his approval to a man who has served 
on the school board and made friends among its 
members for 16 years. | 

Be that as if may, the resignation gives Mayor 
Darst an opportunity to appoint a new member 
to the board. This is An opportunity to raise 
the level of its membership, a level of which the 
voters can be none too proud. It calls to mind 
the fine precedent set by Mayor Kaufmann 
when, in the case of a previous vacancy, he ap- 
pointed Elmore Putney. Mr. Putney served with 
genuine distinction. His record therefore was 
a credit to himself and to the man who ap- 
pointed him. 

A good appointment at this time is especially 
important because of the serious problems faced 
by the St. Louis public school system. The first 
of the war babies already have arrived in the 
lower grades, and the school plant will have to 
be expanded considerably before the last of 
them receives his high school diploma. Teach- 
ers’ salaries and pensions are another problem. 

Obviously, the schools will need more money 
in the years ahead. Yet the voters may be re- 
luctant to provide it, remembering how they 
were misled the last time the board appealed to 
them for more funds. This time, the facts will 
have- to be explained carefully. Yet a board 
subcommittee has refused to study the matter. 

This should make it clear to the Mayor how 
urgently the board needs another member of 
character and ability and with a real interest in 
the welfare of the schools. The trouble with 
some of the present members may well be that 
they do not think enough of the public schools 
to entrust to them the education of their own 
children. Such men can look on a school system 
as a patronage plum tree whose fruit they are 
entitled to distribute to the best political effect. 
Or they may believe that it is their duty to spare 
the taxpayer, even if it spoils the child. 

So in his quest for a suitable appointee, the 
Mayor could do worse than to look first of all 
for a man who is sending his own children to 
the city’s schools.

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Japanese Editor Doubts the New Japan 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


While a human rights Constitution has been in effect two years, 
it remains “a dead letter,’ editorial says; the public is indifferent, 
corruption and red tape are rampant, religious absolutism persists; 
it takes more than a law to change human habits and character.

Two years have already elapsed since 
enforcement of the new Constitution, and 
during this period the nation has talked 
a great deal about democracy and basic 
human rights. However, it is saddening 
to reflect upon the limited extent of our 
countrys actual democratization and true 
observance of the new Constitution. 


It is the politicians’ vanity and illusion 
to assume that a change of institution 
can alter human character. Though it ie 
only two years since its enforcement, we 
have to admit that the new Constitution is 
still no more than a formality, judging 
from the current state of affairs in Japan. 


Political corruption and unreasonable so- 
cial customs are still prevalent. The gen- 
eral public is still indifferent to politics. 
The bureaucrats are not yet able to dis- 
card formalities nor can they work without 
orders from above. The Communists are 
nothing but blind believers in a single for- 
mula. Intellectuals are talkative and flip- 
pant, and lack individuality. They respect 
things foreign simply because they are 
foreign. 

At this time we can find no politicians 
who, as truly cultural leaders, are genuine, 
self-sacrificing and enthusiastic in their 
efforts to relieve the nation of current mis- 
eries. We are most unhappy in this re- 
spect; we must, however, consider the rea- 
son for such a state. 

Japan’s misery is traceable to a lack of 
sincere people. In other words, there is 
nobody who practices relentless self-ex- 
amination before criticizing Japan's society. 
A mass of such unthinking people march- 
ing in a May day procession is like a herd 
of sheep. 

The European Renaissance and the 
French and American wars for indepénd- 
ence were all efforts to emancipate human 
beings. The basic human rights have not 
actually been granted to the Japanese. 
From the attitude of policemen and taxa- 
tion. officers, we gather that the general 
public is persistently regarded as pawns 
by the rulers, 


Moreover, bureaucrats in government and 
public offices still adhere to formalism, 
and the general public is forced to waste 
time in going through troublesome red 
tape. It is an immeasurable loss from the 
standpoint of national economy. 


The Government and its offices must be 
faithful organs for insuring the people's 
freedom and happiness. The new Consti- 
tution aims at placing the basic human 
rights before all other considerations. How- 
ever, the general public still lacks the 
courage to revolt against unreasonable op- 
pression in the cause of justice. This re- 
sults in the public’s indifference to politics 
and its resignation to misfortunes. In a 
werd, the Government and the police are 
neglecting the people's rights, rights which 
the people are exceedingly reluctant to 
vindicate. 


Where there are no trained and free in- 
dividuals, there can be no trained and 
emancipated society. The Japanese can 
eagjly be split into factions, with the groups 
sentimentally pitted against each other. 
This is the outgrowth of extreme antago- 
nisms founded on religious absolutism. 


Such a condition is ascribable to our 
feudalism and amounts to another kind of 
Fascism. Civil education is not mere sci- 
ence, but aims at the realization of a so- 
ciety in which free individuals co-operate 
with their neighbors for the defense of 
happiness and peace. 


The current Constitution, whatever its 
statutory excellence, is meaningless unless 
every individual is educated to live up to 
it. Every statute must actually be prac- 
ticed. In politics and culture, the spirit 
of the Constitution must first be realized. 
At this time, the practical politicians have 
failed to exercise self-examination; while 
the thinking cultural people, on the other 
hand, are not practical. 


Unless such human imperfection is re- 
moved, the Constitution will remain a dead 
letter. 


The Ever-Durable Sandwich

Feeble efforts are made now and then to 
revive the free lunch in hotels and bars, 
but nobody, let it be said with thanksgiv- 
ing, has ever sought to revive the Raines 
Law Sandwich. 

Free lunch came in many varieties, from 
“Beef Stew All Day” of the corner saloon 
to the creamy chicken croquettes and tasty 
little sausages Of the Hoffman House. The 
Raines Law Sandwich had no variations, 
up or down.the gastronomic scale. It was 
a device, not an article of food. The free 
lunch could be, and often was, attractive 
in appearance and pleasant to the taste. 
But the Raines Law Sandwich was neither. 

There was once, at. Albany, a member of 
the legislature named Raines, a Senator. 
For him the sandwich was named, just as 
a certain federal act, much more recently, 
was.named after a man named Volstead. 
The right of men to drink on Sunday in a 
public piace was the point at issue. A com- 
promise was sought and found. A man 
might have a drink on Sunday, it was de- 
cided, provided fie had a mea] with it. That 
was the Raines law. 

Naturally the question arose: What con- 
stitutes a meal? The best legal and judi- 
cial] minds pondered that one. Did a meal 
have to be a pageant of six or seven 
courses to entitle the Sabbath diner to an 
accompanying beer? If not, n what 
DID it have to be? The majesty of the 
law was not to be flouted. No “gide-door” 
or “backroom” evasions would be tolerated. 
Everything was to be open and above- 
board. A drink with a meal was a man’s 
legal right on Sunday in the State of New 
York, But, once again, what was a meal? 


The question was answered with the not 
unreasonable statement that if a man 


craved nothing more, then a sandwich was 
a meal. This was so sensible that argu- 
ment against it was futile. And so the 
Raines law sandwich came into being and 
took its place among the emblems of lib- 
erty. But to some men, persons of small 
appetite, even a sandwich was too much 
foud at mealtime. 

The beer glass could be filled again and 
again if the sandwich was not eaten. And 
as this was in the era of the bicycle craze, 
and roadhouses everywhere had drinking 
accommodations for thousands of Sunday 
wheelmen, the number of uneaten sand- 
wiches was incredible. 

Roadhouse proprietors, thrifty men, soon 

saw it was no good serving sandwiches to 
people who.would not eat them, and the 
Raines Law Sandwich became a sandwich 
in name only. In reality, it was a single 
slice of dry rye bread surmounted by a 
very small sliver of bologna. Sundays, on 
each table in a roadhouse, a saucer graced 
by one of these “sandwiches” appeared in 
state. 
“Less fastidious roadhouse keepers saw 
no reason for making fresh sandwiches 
every Sunday when the old ones would do 
as well: The originals were used until the 
rye bread curled at the edges and the 
bologna became singularly unappetizing. 

The late Sam Bernard, afterward with 
Weber and Fields and then known simply 
as a Dutch comedian, gave a monologue in 
which he described the distress of a saloon- 
keeper upon a lamentable occasion. A Sab- 
bath patron, sipping his beer, absent- 
mindedly put the “meal” away, .too. 

“The fool,” said Bernard, “ate the sand- 
wich and the man had to close up the 
place.”

A comprehensive exhibition of 
200 paintings, drawings and prints 
by the late Paul Klee, noted Swiss 
artist, who is of increasing influ- 
ence in the modern movment, 
opened today af the City Art Mu- 
seum.

Berne, Switzerland, and has not 
been displayed before in the Unit- 
ed States. : 

The St. Louis showing starts a 
tour of seven American museums 
which have co-operated in bring- 
ing the collection to this country. 
To possessions of the foundation 
have been added American- owned 
paintings to bridge chronological 
gaps in a full-length presentation 
of the artist’s career. 

Klee, whose art grew out of Ger- 
Man expressionism nd whose 
| productive life was Kent largely 
'in Germany, achieved recognition 
|there and in America before he 
received his due in other coun- 
tries, including Switzerland. Each 
year since his death in 1940, a 
growing number of younger ar- 
tists of the United States have

Thus there is a kind of perma- 
nent political crisis.

In all countries, for example, 
there is a wing of the Christian 
Democrats which, though it re- 
jects Marxism as a philosophy, is 
predominantly Socialist in prac- 
tice., And there are also strong 
elements, nominally Socialist, 
which are fundanientally liberal. 

It is improbable, it seems to me, 
that this struggle can be resolved 


while Europe is divided by the 


Military occupation while the 
crisis of the sterling area brings 
on one international emergency 
after another. But one can say, 
I think, that for the time being 
the Socialists are men who have 
had their chance to reconstruct 
Evrope and have not succeeded. 

Though there is a considerable 
recovery since*the war, Europe is 
not within sight of solvency, or of 
a modest unity, or of a standard 
of life which the masses of wage 
earners in all countries, and great 
masses of the peasants in the 
more southern countries, will ac- 
cept with good will. 

But the opportunity of the 
liberals, which has”arrived, is still 
based on the default of the So- 
cialists rather than on their own 
clear purposes and proved Ca- 
pacity to solve Europe’s problems.

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WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (AP)— 
State Department officials said 
today they are giving intensive 
study to possible provisions of a 
Japanese peace treaty. These may 
be finished in rough draft and 
ready for review with Britain and 
other interested countries in about 
two months. 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
announced at a news conference 
Sept. 14 that British Foreign Min- 
ister Ernest Bevin and he had 
agreed that the need for a Japa- 
nese peace treaty is urgent. 

The American and British Gov- 
ernments have been co-operating 
closely for months on the whole 
range of Far Eastern issues, in- 
cluding possible Japanese, Chinese 
and South Asian anti-Communist 
moves. 

Today’s statement by American 
officials followed a story in the 
New York Times saying that the 
United States and Britain had de- 
cided to reopen the question of a 
Japanese peace treaty as quickly 
as possible. The dispatch, by the 
Times's Washington correspondent 
James Reston, said Acheson and 
Bevin had ordered “a new and 
urgent study,” which was now 
proceeding in Washington and 
London. 

Meanwhile, the story said, Am- 
bassador Philip C. Jessup has 
been detached from most of his 
other duties to review United 
States policy in the whole area of 
Japan, China, India and Southeast 
Asia. 

“He is now studying the Chi- 
nese Nationalist charges against 
the Soviet Union in thé United 
Nations and will represent the 
United States in the debate at 
Lake Success on that subject,” the 
Times said. 

“Thereafter, probably some time 
in December, he will go to the 
Far East to continue his studies 
on the spot.” 

More than two years ago, the 
Times recalled, the United States 
State Department decided tag a an 
effort should be made to w 
peace treaty for Japan. At t at 
time, the story said, the United 
States proposed a peace treaty 
conference to be attended by the 
Big Five and the other members 
of the Far Eastern Commission.

Chinese Refugees Boom Business 
In Hong Kong, Double Population 


$7000 Bonus for Renting Apartment — 
Hitch in Prosperity Is Uncertainty on 
Trade With Mainland.

HONG KONG, Nov. 1 (AP) — 
The Chinese civil war has turned 
Hong Kong into a boom city. 

Although this British colony on 
the edge of China stands the risk 
of: losing heavily in the long run, 
it is now in the odd position of 
__probably being the only area in 
the Orient that is reaping huge 
Profits from the continued Com- 
Munist successes. ° 

Hong Kong’s population, nor- 
mally about 1,000,000, has roughly 
doubled. British military strength 
has been increased from 8000 to 
more than 40,000 men. Wealthy 
refugees from China are. sstill 
pouring in. 

As a consequence, Hong Kong 
business men are cashing in on a 
furious spending spree. Building 
owners are getting more than 
$7000 United States in “key 
money” for the privilege of rent- 
ing three-room apartments. This 
is on top of $135 United States 
monthly rentals—gas and elec- 
tricity extra. 

British Add to Business. 


The Far Eastern Economic Re- 
view, the weekly bible of the lo- 


cal business community, estimates | 


that British troops alone are 
spending the equivalent of. $1,- 
000,000 United States a month for 
entertainment and purchases. 

Perhaps best indicative of Hong 
Kong’s mode and mood is the fact 
that an American-financed com- 
bine is planning to open a lavish 
amusement resort, the first in the 
100-year history of this colony. 

True, Hong Kong is in a state of 
undeclared emergency, and armed 
Communists have reached _ the 
borders of the mainland territo- | 
ries; but the average resident | 
and the large numbers of tran-.

A Guide to Confident Living

CHAPTER 98. 


VERY normal person wants 
E a feeling of power. Not power 

over other people, for that is a 
disease and abnormality. But every 
normal person wants power over 
circumstances; power over situa- 
tions; power over fear; power over 
weakness: power over themselves. 
And ... everyone can have that 
power. 

Everyone desires to be efficient; 
everyone desires to perform with 
skill. Efficiency is an element in 
power. Without it. there can be no 
grip or mastery. There is great 
satisfaction in being able to do a 
thing well. 

Even a commonplace thing done 
well gives a glow of satisfaction 
not only to the person who per- 
forms it but to all who witness it. 
This truth was recently brought 
home to me at a luncheon. 

The service was by an old-fash- 
ioned butler, a master at his art. 
He had composure, a quality al- 
ways to be admired. He was not in 
the least flustered as the average 
waiter or waitress seems to be 
these days. He took his job in his 
stride deftly and with gentility. 
Lingering after the luncheon, I 
said, “I want to congratulate you. 
I always like to watch a man who 
knows how to do his job. J] admire 
the master of any art and I have 
seen one today in you.” 

He was pleased and said, “Beg 
your pardon, sir, it is an art. I 
learned it in England, sir, in the 
old days:” 

You can be efficient! How? 
Upon the answer depends to a 
large degree your success and hap- 
piness. And the answer is—seek to 
become expert in the practice of 
your religious faith. There was a 
time when a reader at this point 
would exclaim, “Here is where we 
go from common sense to theory.” 
There is an old and false notion 
happily disappearing in this coun- 
try that anything religious is 
theoretical — that it just doesn’t 
fit into practical life. But intelli- 
gent people nowadays realize that 
Christianity is not a Sunday-go-to- 
meeting thing, remote from prac- 
tical living, but a scientific, usable 
technique. 

A prominent advertising man 
said to me, “There will be a defi- 
nite upsurge of religion in the 
postwar era.” 

“Why?” I asked. 

“Because,” he _ replied, “after 
every great war, perhaps due to 
the dislocations incidental to war 
and the necessary readjustments, 
there is always a widegpread de- 
sire for self-improvement. The best 
ways to improve yourself are by 
the application of either psychol- 
ofy or religion, perhaps by both 
of them. Psychology, in my opin- 
ion, however, does not go deeply 
enough; therefore this postwar 
generation will learn that. efficien- 
cy, the ability to handle people 
and to get along, the ability to do 
things well, is a product of prac- 
tical religion.” 

This advertising expert went on 
to tell about a large account he 
had handled for several years. It 
was a course in beauty culture 
for women, which he Kad pre- 
pared by employing outstanding 
authorities to write booklets on 
various phases of the subject. 

One pamphlet told how to take 
care of the body; another how to 
eat properly; another how to use 
cosmetic preparations. The course 


was designed to release the inner 
charm and beauty of the feminine 
personality. This course together 
with a kit of cosmetic articles had 
been sold to more than a@ quarter 
of a million persons. Now a new 
advertising project had come his 
way and he was discussing it 
with me. 

The new project was to teach 
men how to be effective. The 
client was a clothing house and a 
series of pamphlets was under 
preparation, each teaching a man 
how to be his full self and com- 
pletely release his personality. 

For example, a famous athletic 
director was writing a pamphiet 
on exercise. Another expert was 
writing on how to wear clothes 
properly. Another pamphlet had 
to do with methods for approach- 
ing a customer, how to sell one’s 
self, how to’ sell a product. 

But the crux of the matter, said 
the advertising man, “is to teach 
our customers how to think; how 
to release the deeper apiritual 
self.” 

He concluded with this state- 
ment: “It is impossible to create 
an efficient man unless he has 
some kind of spiritual experience. 


Without this experience the thing 
that gives him the final touch of 
power is lacking.” 

A psychiatrist of undisputed 
standing stated that one of. the 
most powerful forces is released 
through a formula in Matthew 
which reads, “All things, whatso- 
ever ye shall ask in prayer, be- 
lieving, ye shall receive.” He of- 
fered it as his opinion, based on 
long experience in his profession, 
that when a patient’s mind is con- 
ditioned in terms of this acrip- 
tural verse, then the most amaz- 
ing changes can and do take 
place. 

“Faith,” he said, “possesses a 
tremendous healing property and 
power producing force.”

SPENT an afternoon not long 

ago in the home and laboratory 

of the late Thomas A. Edison. 
Mrs. Edison showed me momentos 
of the distinguished inventor, un- 
questionably one of the greatest 
genuises of all time. 

Mrs. Edison said to me that 
after World War I, Mr. Edison 
told her that in the next war the 
great lack would be rubber. He 
stated that the chances were that 
our rubber supply would be im- 
periled, if not cut off—which re- 
vealed astounding foresight in it- 
self. 

Realizing that it would be im- 
portant to develop domestic 
sources of rubber, Edison began 
his experiments. In his painstak- 
ing and thorough manner, he ex- 
amined innumerable plants in the 
hope of finding rubber. 

Finally he gave:orders to his 
associates to take some sickles and 
go out in the New Jersey meadows 
and cut down all the plant va- 
rieties they could find. The speci- 
mens were laid on tables and 
painstakingly examined one by 
one. 

Finally Edison discovered in the 
well-known and commonplace 
goldenrod the latex he was seek- 
ing. At first he produced 5 per 
cent of rubber, later 10 per cent 
and then 15 per cent. This was 
the experiment- upon which he 
was working just before his death. 

The lesson to be drawn from 
the example of Edison is this: 
Some people approach spiritual 


laws with the rational and fac- 
tual attitude of the scientist and 
find at first a small percentage 
of truth that results in a degree 
of power. 


Those who keep on operating 
the law, investigating and working 


with it, increase the percentage 
and as they do so, there is released 


into their lives mentally, physt- 
cally and spiritually an increas- 
ing power and efficiency that 
gives them a grasp and mastery 
far beyond other people, especially 
beyond those who just dogmatical- 
ly assert, “There is nothing to it.” 
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EARS ago Emerson said there 
Y ave unexplored chambers of 

the human mind which some 
day will be opened to release un- 
realized spiritual powers. A French 
psychiatrist says that there is an- 
other element present in the mind 
beyond the conscious and sub- 
conscious. This element he terms 
“the superconscious.” The charac- 
terization is interesting. Perhaps 
it was to this “superconscious” 
that Christ referred when he said, 
“If you have faith ... nothing 
shall be impossible unto you.” 

When His disciples commented 
upon the greatness of the works 
He was doing, He said, “Greater 
works than these shall ye do.” We 
read that “He marveled because 
of their unbelief.” That is to say, 
He was astonished that people 
who had such potential power 
would not release it. 

It is entirely likely that in you 
is locked up all the power and 
efficiency you. need. Evidence 
gained in thousands of cases in- 
dicates that the only sure way of 
releasing it is to become expert in 
the faith mechanism described in 
the New Testament. 

Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker dis- 
covered this principle years ago. 
He himself told me about his dis- 
covery. In an automobile race he 
was coming down the home stretch 
with his throttle wide open. 

ue to his sensitive “fee!” of the 
mechanical workings of his auto- 
mobile, he became aware that 
something was wrong. At the rate 
of speed he was traveling, this 
might spell disaster... He says, “A 
momentary tremor of fear crossed 
my mind, but ...I lifted up my 
mind.” 

He relates that a feeling of ex- 
ultation passed through him. It 
was an overwhelming and abso- 
lute conviction that he could bring 
that machine in, not by his hands, 
but by the power of his mind. 

He doesn’t say this boastfully, 
but explains that at the time he 
told nobody of it for fear nobody 
would understand. Today, how- 
ever, Capt. Rickenbacker explains 
we are better acquainted with the 
power of the human mind over 
conditions, circumstances, material 
things. Indomitable mastery and 
control over adversity or opposi- 
tion is exercised by the mind when 
the driving energy of faith is re- 
leased. 

All around you at this moment 
is divine healing energy. The very 
atmosphere is charged with it. If 
you will practice faith, you can be 
healed of ill-will, inferiority, fear, 
guilt or any other block which 
impedes the flow of recreative en- 
ergy. Power and efficiency are 
available to you if you will believe.

And that does 
not apply merely to the &xperi- 
ences of grief and loss which come 
to all of us. It applies as well to 
those dark passages of shame and 
humiliation through which most 
of us pass sooner or later. 

We try to hide such passages 
from the common knowledge. We 
bury fhem in our memories. In- 
stead we should make them part 
of our common lot. It’s not healthy 
to dwell on any experience mor- 
bidly, no matter how much you 
may regret it. And it’s equally un- 
healthy to act as if no one else 
had known such confusion. 


I know a man who is a member 
of Alcoholics Anonymous. For 
years he lived literally in the gut- 
ter. Today he is one of the cheeri- 
est and most inspiring people I 
know. He never makes a point of 
discussing his past degradation 
but if the subject comes up he 
speaks of it as naturally and ab- 
stractly as he would speak of a 
baseball game. 

For that man has turned dis- 
grace into a rich dividend. He has 
found the profit that one can al- 
ways find in any experience: He 
has seen the loneliness and weak- 
ness, the frustration, fear and de- 
spair which led other men to 
drink and he'll never forget it. 
When he speaks of it at all, he 
speaks as one of authority and 
there’s real power behind his 
words. You cannot talk with that 
man for an hour without feeling 
that you too can evercome any 
handicap. 

I have a few dear friends whose 
lives have been marred like that. 
often through no fault of their 
own. One lost her only beloved 
son through a hideous accident. 
Yet she goes on smiling with her 
head erect. 

One served a term in prison for 
a robbery which he committed as 
an impoverished boy. He might 
be excused a little bitterness on 
such a score but there is no ran- 
cor in him. He is pal and older 
brother to every lad he meets. 

There is a profit in every ex- 
perience which befalls us. But 
first we must be willing to find it.

T doesn’t take many games of 
canasta to teach vou the value 
of having spare wild cards in 
your hand. They help you to get 
the pack, it’s rare that you can 
complete a canasta without at 
least one, and for this and other 
reasons it’s rare that you can g® 
out without some wild cards. 
Nevertheless, you often have to 
sacrifice a wild card, even though 
it is the only one in your hand.

‘Spike’ Jones as Surprised as Anyone by His Success—His Show Is ve Wilder Day by Day

N the spring of 1943 we inter- 

viewed a young musician in 

Hollywood, Calif.,.who had just 
made a big splash in the record- 
ing world with a novelty tune 
played by a brassy band with 
weird sound effects. The tune 
was “Der Fuehrer’s Face” and 
the musician was a skinny, chinny 
young man named Lindley Arm- 
strong (Spike) Jones. 

Now six years and millions of 
records later (5,000,000 Jones plat- 
ters were sold last year alone), 
Spike Jones and his City Slickers 
have become an American insti- 
tution. Only hermits or radio- 
phobes could have escaped hear- 
ing such examples of his art as, 
“All I Want For Christmas Is My 
Two Front Teeth,” the fastest- 
selling record of all time, which 
rent the air last Yuletide, or such 
earlier tone poems as “Cocktails 
For Two,” “Chloe,” and the horse 
race set to “The William Tell 
Overture.” Ranging from some- 
times surprisingly subtle satire to 
the broad effects achieved with 
automobile horns, gunshots, so- 
prano screams, burps, and sneezes, 
each Jones bestseller has been 
followed by another best seller. 
In the novelty music field, he has 
achieved that most unusual nov- 
elty of all—continuous success. 

“It’s been as much a surprise 
to me as anybody,” says Spike, 
who is still a skinny, chinny 
young man, over luncheon at 
Hotel Chase, where. he’s appear- 
ing -this week and next. “You 
know, most novelties go up and 
fall on their face. They do one 
thing that’s successful and every- 
thing from then on is just a se- 
quel. The thing you have to do 
with a novelty is analyze what 
you have that the public likes 
and work on that as a basis, but 
in a different way each time. 

“In ‘Der Fuehrer’s Face’ we 
used sound effects. In ‘Cocktails 
for Two,’ we started with a beau- 
tiful chorus and then wrecked it. 
In “Chloe,’ we wrecked a baritone. 
In ‘Holiday for Strings,’ we ruined 
a harp. ‘None But the Lonely 
Heart’ was a take-off on soap 
operas. Yet each one had some- 
thing of the City Slickers and the 
sound effects that formed the 
basis.” 

Jones’s theory as to the biggest 
reason for their success is that 
they represent everyone’s sup- 
pressed desire to louse up a s0- 
prano’s solo or a grand opera’s 
grand climax. 

“Everyone would like to do what 
we do,” he says. “Any musician 
would love it. For example, we've 
made a record, ‘El Barkio’ based 
on ‘El Bacchio.’ Have you ever 
sat through a grand opera and

S of whom were in the original 
City Slicker-crew, feel that, 
compared with their brand of 
lyrical, and lucrative lunacy, any 
other kind of work would be “dull 
to the point of being unbearable.” 
Spike has never regretted that he 
didn’t make the big time, as he 
originally tried to do, in the stand- 
ard popular band competition. 

Up to the age of 31, when he 
hit on his present pattern, he had 
followed the usual routine for mu- 
sicians. He grew up in his home 
state of California, mostly around 
railroad yards, where his father 
worked for the Southern Pacific 
and he acquired the nickname 
“Spike.” One day, a Negro chef 
on a diner gave him some drum 
sticks and he began practicing.

the band, organized his own or- 
chestra and, after graduation, 
played with a succession of mod- 
erately successful bands. 

He was playing drums in the 
studio orchestra on radio shows 
for Fibber McGee and Molly, and 
Eddie Cantor, when one day, he 
and some of the other musicians 
worked up some wild,gorny rou- 
tines and made some home rec- 
ords for fun. A record company 
officia] heard them, asked them 
to make “Der Fuehrer’s Face.” 
The record was released on a 
Saturday; by the following Fri- 
day, sales had passed the million 
mark and the Jones boys were 
on their way. 

Even after their records have 
passed the peak, they continue to 
sell year in and year out. 

“There’s always a three-year-old 
kid who hasn’t heard them,” Spike 
says. “Or perhaps an adult who 
hears one and then wants another 
or eight or nine. People who'd 
never heard of us or the ‘William 
Tell Overture’ but knew the Rac- 
ing Form, bought that record.” 
(The one ending, “And the win- 
ner—Feitelbaum.”’)

Secrets of Charm 


Tip-to-Toe Reducing Method

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N my travels around the coun- 
try, I get to know first hand 
the personal problems upper- 
most in women’s minds. I can’t 
say which makes women unhappi- 
est, being overweight or its anti- 
dote of exercise and restricted diet. 

Women tell me that they Just 
can’t find the time or energy in 
their busy lives for a long list of 
exercises to reduce their measure- 
ments. My answer to that is you 
don’t care to! Instead, just follow 
the abridged list given here that 
will help you reduce from tip to 
toe and at the same time improve 
your appearance and your sense 
of well-being. There's hardly a 
woman who can’t make or steal 
time each day for this list, and if 
overweight’s your problem, there 
isn’t anything in your day that it 
is more important to do! 

Bust Exercise: Sit on the floor 
with the hips and back touching 
the wall. Bend the arms so the 
elbows are in at the waist and the 
hands are opposite the shoulders. 
Keeping the elbows in contact 
with the wall, slowly slide the 
arms up and down 15 times, in- 
creasing by two a day to 35.

As a book has a preface, in- 
dicating to the reader what kind 
of material is treated in the later 
pages, so this first article of the 
series will declare its basic as- 
sumptions. 

First: The over-emphasis opr 
politics today is an indication that 
people are governed, rather than 
governing. The complexities of our 
civilization forces us to organize 
into Jarger and larger units; we 
have become so intent on govern- 
ing what is outside of us that 
we neglect to govern our own 
selves. Yet the key to social bet- 
terment is always to be found 
in personal betterment. Remake 
man and you remake his world. 
We gravely need to restore to 
man his self-respect and to give 
him his appropriate honor; this 
will keep him from bowing 
cravenly before those who threat- 
en to enslave him, and it will 
give him the courage to defend 
the right, alone if need be. when 
the world is wrong. 

Second: As society is made by 
man, so man, in his turn, is made 
by his thoughts, his decisions and 
his choices. Nothing ever hap- 
pens fo the world which did not 
first happen inside the mind of 
some man: the material of the 
skyscraper merely completes the 
architect’s dream. Even the mater- 
ial of our physical selves is the 
servant of our thoughts: psycholo- 
gists recognize the fact that our 
bodies may become tired only be- 
cause of tiredness in the mind. 
Worry, anxiety, fear and boredom 
are felf as physical: mind-fatigue 
appears to us as bodily fatigue. 

One basic reason for tiredness 


of mind is the conflict in all of 
us between ideal and achievement, 
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Waist Exercise: Lie on the back 
with the arms outstretched at 
shoulder level. Raise one leg per- 
pendicular to the floor. Twist it 
across the body so the toe touches 
the floor on the opposite side. 
Raise the leg again and slowly 
lower to the floor. Alternate legs. 
Thirty times a day. 

Hip Exercise: Lie on the back 
with one knee bent, the other leg 
outstretched. Raise the hips off 
the floor about 6 inches and slap 
down on the relaxed side of the 
hip. Repeat alternate sides’ 50 
times. Hard! 

Thigh Exercise: Lie on the back 
with both knees bent and the feet 
on the floor. Slap the thighs from 
side to side against the floor, keep- 
ing the legs sufficiently relaxed to 
allow the insides of the thighs to 
slap together. One hundred times, 

Calf Exercise: Sit with the legs 
outstretched and the hands on the 
floor behind the hips. By bending 
the knee slightly and keeping the 
heels on the floor, alternately slap 
the legs against the floor. One 
hundred times. 

Arm Exercise: Lie on the back 
with the arms bent, so that the

with its shadow, hate. We must 
seek for Pure Life, Pure Truth 
and Pure Love—and that is the 
definition of God. His Life is per- 
sonal enough to be a Father; His 
Truth is personal and compre- 
hensible enough to be a Son; His 
Love is so deep and spiritual that

12 sound effects in a row. In a 
new number, ‘Orpheus,’ we play 
12 sound effects with a sneeze 
between each one.”

HERE are many hands in 
which declarer’s only chance is 
to induce a defensive error, 
but in today’s deal, South was 
wrong to use that technique.

On the mere strength of the 
fact that North went past the 
three-no-trump level in his raise 
of diamonds, South decided to bid 
the slam. This was a reasonable 
enough action—but South fell down 
in the play. 

West led his heart deuce, and, 
t coax a cover from East, declar- 
er played the nine from dummy, 
If East had been of an obliging 
nature, this maneuver would have 
had full success, because, after 
winning with the blank ace and 
drawing trumps, South could sim- 
ply lead dummy’s heart ten and 
pass it, discarding a spade from 
his own hand. The heart jack 
would then be good for another 
spade discard. 

East, however, gave careful con- 
sideration to his partner’s lead 
and decided that it was truly from 
a four-card suit headed by the 
queen—West certainly would not 
have ied away from an ace against 
a slam! So East ducked the nine 
of hearts—and from that moment 
on, South was in trouble! Eventu- 
ally, he had to depend on the 
spade finesse, and its failure cost 
him the contract. 

South should not have played 
for the error on East’s part—he 
should have put dummy’s heart 
three on the first trick! Observe 
how easy this would make the 
following play! After drawing 
trumps, South would lead the 
heart jack from the. board. If 
East covered, South would simply 
ruff, then go back to dummy with 
a club and lead the heart ten, 
discarding a spade and setting up 
the heart nine. If East refused to 
cover the heart jack, South should 
simply discard a spade then and 
there, and later ruff out East’s 
heart king, again establishing the 
nine for the vital trick.
